JEWS’ COLLEGE. 

THe addresses delivered on the occasion of “Speech Day” at 
Jews’ College, a report of which appeared in our last issue, were not 
alone Of particniar interest but should tend to reassure those who 
imagine either that the College has played no valuable part in the 
Anglo-Jewish community, or that, as an institution, it is obsolete. 
Hiaving regard to the comparatively small number of Jews in this 
country today, or at any time since the College was founded, the 
record of its achievements, as indicated by the men of marked 
distinction it has produced, rendered by the Chief Rabbi of the 
british Empire, is creditable in the extreme. And looking forward 
to the future, few things in connection with the College could be 
nore hopeful than. the announcement made by Sir RopErT WALEY 
COHEN in the course. of his excellent speech. ‘The fine ideals he 
nourishes for the future of Judaism in Great Britain, and the lofty 
conception he hag of Jewish duty, were évidenced by what he said on 
‘he oecasion referred to; although in that respect it was by no means, 
sO far as he is concerned, exceptional. A few days afterwards we 
observe, Sir Ropmrr spoke at the Yeshibak Eliz Chaim and there he 
struck a splendidly true note of real ond worthy Judaism, when he 
cenouneed the disruptive tendencies from which this community has 
heen suffering for years—the attempt to drive a wedge between 
ioreign-born and native Jews, rather than to regard all Jews in the 
uxt as bearipg equally, whatever the length of their residence 
nay be, the proud obligations of English citizenship.

Conversionist Inroads. 


MUCH attention, has, we hope, been paid to the important letter 
from Rabbi Dr. Salis Datones, of Edinburgh, which appeared in 
THE JEWIsH CHRONICLE dast week. It showed:that. the snatchersef 
Jewish souls seem to feel an added zest-to their occupation when 
the scene of their exploits is Palestine, judging from the fact that 
they appear determined to concentrate their unworthy efforts on the 
Jews residing in that land.

For Liberal Orthodoxy. 


By Mentor. 


OT one. Jew in a hundred probably, realises the changes by 
which Jewry and Judaism have become environed during 
the last fifty years, and more particularly during the last 
quarter of a century. The alteration in the circumstances 

by which our community has been surrounded everywhere the 

world over, and the difference of consequent inherent conditions, are 
gigantic. They are differences specific as well as general, special as 
wellas common. The whole world has altered.’ Distance.bas been 
ennihilated ; steam and telegraph and wireless, man’s capacity to 
dominate the air and to overcome the depths of the ocean, have 
changed the face of many things. Science, literature, journalism— 
wherever we may sample the boundless ocean of our surrounding 
circumstances, it is found keen with the taste of change. There is 
no need for me to dwell upon the changes that have occurred 
common to Jews and Judaism and all things on earth. 
difficult to realise in full, but they are 
moments consideration. 


They are 
easily recognised by a 
When we come to the specific changes 
through which Jews and Judaism have passed and indeed are 
passing, they are no less remarkable, no less all-engulfing and no 
less vital. I leave for the moment the tremendous significance of 
the new Yishud to Palestine, and note how, during the last fifty 
years, the Jewish cargo of the world has shifted. America now 
contains the largest aggregation of our people, while fifty years ago 
the number of Jews there was comparatively small. The half 
century has seen a vast increase of the Jewish population there, 
to the extent, according to some, of there being ominous signs in 
that country of Jewish indigestion. The great aggregations of our 
people in Rassia and in Poland have been broken up—and doubly so, 
Not alone has its personnel become diminished by emigiation, as 
the Jewish populations in America and England have grown, but 
the Russian Revolution proved to be a Revolution for Jewry too. 
The core of hardshelled Judaism has become the focus point of 
thought and movement that would ban from Judaism anything in the 
nature of religion. So that, one way and another, to-day, as com- 
pared with half a century ago, Judaism and Jews have undergone a 
inetamorphosis such as has never occurred previously in the long 
history of our race. The average outlook upon Judaism of the Jew 
lias changed. His calendar is marked with the present year’s date 
He perforce lives his life accordingly. For him a calendar of the 
Middle Ages is out of date. Yet,the strange anomaly remains. The 
Jew, to whom Religion is life, professes his religion in consonance 
with the obsolete calendar, while he bears his life in consonance 
with the date in which we are alive, here and now.

The meaning is surely clear. No man can consistently or 
‘atisfactorily, regulate his life upon a religious aspect consonant 
with the Middle Ages or earlier, and yet live his lay life in 
inodern and up-to-date form, while pretending that his religion is 
dovetailed in all things with his life and his life with his religion. 
Let me put the matter in a personal tone, but interpreting what I 
know and believe are the sentiment and the feeling, conscious or 
subconscious, of thousands, of hundreds of thousands of Jews to- 
day. Bynature I cling, broadly speaking, to Orthodoxy. I believe 
that the orthodox point of view in most things, but especially in 
religion, yields the surest rest for mind and soul. I believe that 
with heterodoxy unrest and discontent, chaos and a constant striving 
after the ever unsatisfying novelty are inevitable. In religion I am 
au upholder of authority. I do not see the value in every man 
following the bent of his own ideas, and still less of his own con- 
\entence and his own predilection, and even his own sentiments 
in things religious. I place myself, my life, my well-being. my 
thoughts, my opinions freely in the hands of experts for virtually 
ail other things, why shall I not in the matter of religion? Why 
slall I be asked to bother myself by thinking out with great toil, 
perhaps, but without either the moral or spiritual equipment neces- 
sary for the purpose, the difficult and perplexing questions associated 
With religion? Why shall I not be allowed to work through my 
years of toil upen my proper patch of soil undisturbed and 
Unharassed by things “too wonderful forme’? Why shall I be 
distracted from my life's work by attempting to solve for myself 
problems which I have no proper means of testing? Each man and 
Woman comes most often by accidental happenings to his or her life- 
mission, If my life mission is to drive an automobile, why shall I 
tisk accidents by stopping to consider whether it is right or wrong te 
keep two days Yom Tob? And if I am a miner why must I be called 
"pon to chance an explosion by arguing some abstruse question 
that centres round the seething of a kid in its mother’s milk? I 
Prefer that experts in these subjects shall tell me, and that I shall 
be guided by the result of their deliberations, 


Or let me totake a rmeore intimate question—a question of 
questions. I mean the observance of the Sabbath Day. I freely con- 
fess I am absolutely incapable of anything like eccurate judgment 
upon the “musts” and the “must nots” of the Sabbath. I have 
never had the opportunity of reading the opinions and the views of 
the great teachers in Israel, and 1 cannot regard merely my own 
unaided conclusions as absolutely reliable on such a supreme 
problem for the modern Jew. And in like way I might speak of 
everything in connection with the Jewish faith upon which I wish 
to be orthodox, and in reference to which I desire authority. I 
believe, however, that especially as Jews are situated I cannot be 
orthodox, nor can I accept authority without first “ harmonising” 
my religious beliefs and practices with the circumstances and con- 
ditions of Jews and Judaism and Jewry. Well, where shall I turn, 
things being as they are, for the guidance and the leading which, 
like so many thousands of my fellow-Jews, I crave? Remember, my 
inclinations are orthodox. Remember, I wish to range myself not 
With some esoteric sect but with the vast majority ef my people. I 
want no hyphenated Judaism, but I am thirsting for Judaism here 
in 1926, full, whole, and complete, not the Judaism maltreated and 
misshapen by so-called “ Reformers ” or actual disrupters, and not the 
Judaism of the eleventh, the twelfth. the thirteenth, the fourteenth, 
or the fifteenth century. If being orthodox I go to the orthodox, 
what guidance is given me for this year 1926? My whole religious 
feeling is revolted by commands and practices and prohibitions 
Which, however much they may have served their purpose in 
past, lave no purpose to-day. I ask to be told how to 
and Orthodoxy answers:

If I turn to your Reform Jew, I am sent 
back upon myself and told that I must choose for myself the minutia 
upon which Orthodoxy is insistent. Or I am bidden to search the 
Seriptures and to fecl myself bound only by what is in the Bible, 
because Rabbinism has no Divine Authority.

Why must I be asked to believe 
in one religious work produced by human beings, through I admit, 
the grace of God and by Divine inspiration, and disregard another 
work designed for largely the same purpose, by Jews for Jews, which 
could never have been done had that Divine 
indistinguishable from inspiration been absent ?

If I turn to the 
presentation of Judaism IT am in a worse case. For I 
shall be told that it is reasonable and proper for me to take the 
Fourth Commandment by instalments.

How do 
I know that science, which has proved so much to be true that 
men and women have from time to time, disregarded as fabulous, has 
not yet in store some discovery that will prove the absolute truth of 
every word of the Fourth Commandment?

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


For Liberal Orthodoxy. 


By Mentor. 


OT one. Jew in a hundred probably, realises the changes by 
which Jewry and Judaism have become environed during 
the last fifty years, and more particularly during the last 
quarter of a century. The alteration in the circumstances 

t, which our community has been surrounded everywhere the 

world over, and the difference of consequent inherent conditions, are 

gigantic. They are differences specific as well as general, special as 
well as common.. The whole world has altered. 


Distance. has been 
minihilated; steam and telegraph and wireless. man’s capacity to 
dominate the air and to overcome the depths of the ocean. have 
changed the face of many things. Science, literature, journalism— 
wherever we may sample the boundless ocean of our surrounding 
circumstances, it is found keen with the taste of change. There is 
no need for me to dwell upon the changes that have occurred 
common to Jews and Judaism and all things on earth. They are 
dificult to realise in full, but they are easily recognised by a 
moment's consideration. When we come to the specific changes 
‘through which Jews and Judaism have passed and indeed are 
passing, they are no less remarkable, no less all-engulfing and no 
oss vital. I leave for the moment the tremendous significance of 
the new Yishwb to Palestine, and note how, during the last fifty 
voars, the Jewish cargo of the world ‘has shifted. America now 
contains the largest aggregation of our peopie, while fifty years ago 
the number of Jews there was comparatively small. The half 
century has seen a vast increase of the Jewish population there, 
to the extent, according to some, of there being ominous signs in 
that country of Jewish indigestion. The great aggregations of our 
people in Russia and in Poland have been broken up—and doubly so, 
Not alone has its personnel become diminished by emigration, as 
the Jewish populations in America and England have grown, but 
the Russian Revolution proved to be a Revolution for Jewry too. 
The core of hardshelled Judaism has become the focus point of 
thought and movement that would ban from Judaism anything in the 
nature of religion. So that, one way and another, to-day, as com- 
pared with half a century ago, Judaism and Jews have undergone a 
metamorphosis such as has never occurred previously in the long 
history of our race. The average outlook upon Judaism of the Jew 
has changed. His calendar is marked with the present year's date 
He perforce lives his life accordingly. For him a calendar of the 
Middle Ages is out of date. Yet,the strange anomaly remains. ‘The 
Jew, to whom Religion is life, professes his religion in consonance 
with the obsolete calendar, while he bears his life in consonance 
with the date in which we are alive, here and now. 

The meaning is surely clear. No man can consistently or 
satisfactorily, regulate his life upon a religious aspect consonant 
with the Middle Ages or earlier, and yet live his lay life in 
modern and up-to-date form, while pretending that his religion is 
dovetailed in all things with his life and his life with his religion. 
Let me put the matter in a personal tone, but interpreting what I 
know and believe are the sentiment and the feeling, conscious or 
subconscious. of thousands, of hundreds of thousands of Jews to- 
day. Bynature I cling, broadly speaking, to Orthodoxy, I believe 
that the orthodox point of view in most things, but especially in 
religion, yields the surest rest for mind and soul. 1 believe that 
with heterodoxy unrest and discontent, chaos and a constant striving 
after the ever unsatisfying novelty are inevitable. In religion Il am 
an upholder of authority. I do not see the value in every man 
following the bent of his own ideas, and still less of his own con- 
venience and his own predilection, and even his own sentiments 
in things religious. I place myself, my life, my well-being. my 
thoughts, my opinions freely in the hands of experts for virtually 
all other things, why shall I not in the matter of religion? Why 
shall I be asked to bother myself by thinking out with great toil, 
perhaps, but without either the moral or spiritual equipment neces- 
sary for the purpose, the difficult and perplexing questions associated 
with religion? Why shall I not be allowed to work through my 
years of toil upon my proper patch of soil undisturbed and 
unharassed by things “ too wonderful for me”? Why shall I be 
distracted from my life’s work by attempting to solve for myself 
problems which I have no proper means of testing? Each man and 
woman comes most often by accidental happenings to his or her life- 
iission, If my life mission is to drive an automobile, why shall I 
tisk accidents by stopping to consider whether it is right or wrong to 
keep two days Yom Tob? And if I am a miner why must | be called 
upon to chance an explosion by arguing some abstruse question 
that centres round the seething of a kid in its mother’s milk? I 


prefer that experts in these subjects shall tell me, and that 1 shall 


be guided by the result of their deliberations. 


Or let me totake a more intimate question—a question of 
questions. I mean the observance of the Sabbath Day. I freely con- 
fess I am absolutely incapable of anything like eccurate judgment 
upon the “musts” and the “must nots” of the Sabbath. I have 
never had the opportunity of reading the opinions and the views of 
the great teachers: in Israel, and I cannot regard merely my own 
unaided conclusions as absolutely reliable on such a supreme 
problem for the modern Jew. And in like way I might speak of 
everything in connection with the Jewish faith upon which I wish 
to be orthodox, and in reference to which I desire authority. I 
believe, however, that especially as Jews are situated I cannot be 
orthodox, nor can I accept authority without first “ harmonising” 
my religious beliefs and practices with the circumstances and con- 
ditions of Jews and Judaism and Jewry. Well, where shall I turn, 
things being as they are, for the guidance and the leading which, 
like so many thousands of my fellow-Jews, I crave? Remember, my 
inclinations are orthodox. Remember, I wish to range myself not 
with some esoteric sect but with the vast majority ef my people. I 
want no hyphenated Judaism, but I am thirsting for Judaism here 
in 1926, full, whole, and complete, not the Judaism maltreated and 
misshapen by so-called ‘ Reformers ” or actual disrupters, and not the 
Judaism of the eleventh, the twelfth, the thirteenth, the fourteenth, 
o1 the fifteenth century. If being orthodox I go to the orthodox, 
What guidance is given me for this vear 1926? My whole religious 
feeling is revolted by commands and practices and prohibitions 
Which, however much they may have served their purpose in 
centuries past, have no purpose to-day. I ask to be told how to 


observe the Sabbath. and Orthodoxy answers: You may tie your 
por ke handkers 


round your hips, but if you carry it in your 
pocket you are disregarding the law which forbade us to carry a 
burden onthe Seventh Day. If I turn to your Reform Jew, I am sent 
back upon myself and told that I must choose for myself the minutia 
upon which Orthodoxy is insistent. Or I am bidden to search the 
Scriptures and to feel myself bound only by what is in the Bible, 
because Rabbinism bas no Divine Authority. 


What an inconsistent position! Why must I be asked to believe 
in one religious work produced by human beings, through I admit, 
the grace of God and by Divine inspiration, and disregard another 
work designed for largely the same purpose, by Jews for Jews, which 
could never have been done had that Divine afflatus which is 
indistinguishable from inspiration been absent? If I turn to the 
“ Liberal” presentation of Judaism I am in a worse case. For I 
shall be told that it is reasonable and proper for -me to take the 
Fourth Commandment by instalments. It is unquestionable I 
shall be bidden, that the Command speaks divinely when it enjoins 
us keep the Seventh Day holy, but nonsensically when it says that 
it was instituted because God rested on the Seventh Day and 
hallowed it. Why must I accept one proposition and reject the 
other? Why mustlI take itfor granted without any question that 
the Sabbath is a desirable institution when I know that a vast part 
of humanity that has inhabited this earth—humanity that has 
been inthe fore-front of civilisation in Egypt, in Greece, in Rome 
—never bad a Sabbath Day at all? And why, if I must accept 
the value ofthe Sabbath without question, must I not believe, 
equally without demur and as a fact, that Creation proceeded 
across six periods and that during the seventh there was 
no further development of the work of the Beginning? How do 
I know that science, which has proved so much to be true that 
men and women bave from time to time, disregarded as fabulous, has 
not yet in store some discovery that will prove the absolute truth of 
every word of the Fourth Commandment? Butl do not wish to be

The 
Jew, to whom Religion is life, professes his religion in consonance 
with the obsolete calendar, while he bears his life in consonance 
with the date in which we wre alive, here and now, 

The meaning is surely clear. No man can consistently or 
satisfactorily, regulate his life upon a religious aspect consonant 
with the Middle Ages or earlier, and yet live his lay life in 
modern and up-to-date form, while pretending that his religion is 
dovetailed in all things with his life and his life with his religion. 
Let me put the matter in a personal tone, but interpreting what I 
know and believe are the sentiment and the feeling, conscious or 
subconscious, of thousands, of hundreds of thousands of Jews to- 
day. Bynature I cling, broadly speaking, to Orthodoxy. I believe 
that the orthodox point of view in most things, but especially in 
religion, yields the surest rest for mind and soul, I believe that 
with heterodoxy unrest and discontent, chaos and a constant striving 
after the ever unsatisfying novelty are inevitable. In religion I am 
an upholder of authority. I do not see the value in every man 
following the bent of his own ideas, and still less of his own con- 
venience and his own predilection, and even his own sentiments 
in things religious. I place myself, my life, my well-being. my 
thoughts, my opinions freely in the hands of experts for virtually 
all other things, why shall I not in the matter of religion? Why 
shall I be asked to bother myself by thinking out with great toil, 
perhaps, but without either the moral or spiritual equipment neces- 
sary for the purpose, the difficult and perplexing questions associated 
With religion? Why shall I not be allowed to work through my 
years of toil upon my proper patch of soil undisturbed and 
unharassed by things “too wonderful for me’? Why shall I be 
distracted from my life’s work by attempting to solve for myself 
problems which I have no proper means of testing? Each man and 
woman comes most often by accidental happenings to his or her life- 
inission. If my life mission is to drive an automobile, why shall I 
tisk accidents by stopping to consider whether it is right or wrong to 
keep two days Yom Tob? And if 1am a miner why must I be called 
upon to chance an explosion by arguing some abstruse question 
that centres round the seething of a kid in its mother’s milk? I 


prefer that experts in these subjects shall tell me, and that I shall 


be guided*by the result of their deliberations, 


Or let me to take a more intimate question—a question of 
questions. I mean the observance of the Sabbath Day. | freely con- 
fess I am absolutely incapable of anything like eccurate judgment 
upon the “musts” and the “must nots” of the Sabbath. I have 
never had the opportunity of reading the opinions and the views of 
the great teachers in Israel, and I cannot regard merely my own 
unaided conclusions as absolutely reliable on such a supreme 
problem for the modern Jew. And in like way I might speak of 
everything in connection with the Jewish faith upon which I wish 
to be orthodox, and in reference to which I desire authority. I 
believe, however, that especially as Jews are situated I cannot be 
orthodox, nor can I accept authority without first * harmonising” 
ny religious beliefs and practices with the circumstances and con- 
ditions of Jews and Judaism and Jewry. Well, where shall I turn, 
things being as they are, for the guidance and the leading which, 
like s0 Many thousands of my fellow-Jews, I crave? Remember, my 
inclinations are orthodox. Remember, I wish to range myself not 
with some esoteric sect but with the vast majority ef my people. I 
want no hyphenated Judaism, but I am thirsting for Judaism here 
in 1926, full, whole, and complete, not tie Judaism maltreated and 
misshapen by so-called “ Reformers” or actual disrupters, and not the 
Judaism of the eleventh, the twelfth, the thirteenth, the fourteenth, 
or the fifteenth century. If being orthodox I go to the orthodox, 
What guidance is given me for this year 1926? My whole religious 
feeling is revolted by commands and practices and. prohibitions 
which, however much they may have served their

What an inconsistent position! Why must I be asked to believe 
in one religious work produced by human beings, through I admit, 
the grace of God and by Divine inspiration, and disregard another 
work designed for largely the Same purpose, by Jews for Jews, which 
could never have been done had that Divine afflatus which is 
indistinguishable from inspiration been absent? If I turn to the 
Liberal” presentation of Judaism I am in a worse case. For I 
shall be told that it is reasonable and proper for -me to take the 
Fourth Commandment by instalments. It is unquestionable I 
shall be bidden, that the Command speaks divinely when it enjoins 
us keep the Seventh Day holy, but nonsensically when it says that 


it was instituted because God rested on the Seventh Day and 
hallowed it. Why must I accept one proposition and reject the 
other? Why must l take it for granted without any question that 


the Sabbath is a desirable institution when I know that a vast part 
of humanity that has inhabited this earth—humanity that has 
been inthe fore-front of civilisation in Egypt, in Greece, in Rome 
—never had a Sabbath Day at all? And why, if I must accept 
the value of the Sabbath without question, must I not believe, 
equally without demur and as a fact, that Creation proceeded 
across six periods and that during the seventh there was 
no further development of the work of the Beginning? . How do 
I know that science, which has proved so much to be true that 
men and women have from time to time, disregarded as fabulous, has 
not yet in store some discovery that will prove the absolute truth of 
every word of the Fourth Commandment? Buti do not wish to be

There is no picking and choosing this part and that. | There is 
no whittling away of this ordinance or this preeept. Judaism knows 
nothing of opportunism of personal convenience or individual tastes, 
Yet Judaism is acreed of life. It isa creed for the man living 
here and now. It is not a storehouse of the wisdom of those 
whose flesh the worms have long since consumed, nor for the 
thoughts of those wonderful brains that long ago- shrivelled 
into dust. I plead for a living Judaisin which shall be Judaism and 
not some bastard adaptation of alien creeds,.into which Judaism 
has been trimmed so as to “ harmonise.”

Obituary. 


The Rey. A. T. CHODOWSKI (Sydney, N.S.W.). 


| The death bas occurred in Sydney, New South Wales, at the age of. 
Sixty-three, of the Rev. A. T. Chodowski, Minister of the Sydney Congre 
gation. The deceased, who was a native of Poland, was the youngest 
son of Rabbi Isaac Jacob Chodowski, better known as the Wittkower Rav. 
He was educated at Posen and Berlin, and later studied at the Rabbinical 
Seminary of Dr. Hildesheimer. Subsequently, one of his brothers being 
Minister at Sheffield, he came to this country. and on the recommendation 
of the late Chief Rabbi and Dr. rriedlander, was. admitted to Jews’ 
College, being the first Continental student to enter that institution. His 
first post was in 1ss7, when he was appointed Minister of the Leicester 
Congregation. In 1889, on the recommendation of Dr. Adler, ho became 
Minister at Christchurch, New Zealand, and went later to similar appoint- 
ments at Brisbane, Dunedin, Melbourne, and finally Sydney. A man 
of wide interests and cxtraordinary energy, he took a prominent part 
Mm many activities net directly connected with synagogal affairs. He 
fo inded the AUSTRALIAN JEWISH CHRONICLE in 1922, and while in New 
Zealand was an ardent supporter of the Woman Suffrage Movement. It 
Was due to his efforts that abattoirs for the killing of Kasher meat were 
cstablished, which led to the export of Aasher frozen meat to this country 
an industry which may well reach large proportions when ccrtain 
objections, mainly of an ecclesiastical nature, have been overcome.

Chodowski was a leading spirit in the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals, and attended the 1910 Congress in Wellington, New Zealand, 
With the object of defending Jewish ritual slanghter. He was able to 
secure the defeat of a resolution hostile to Shechita, and to carry cne 
registering the opinion that the Jewish method was the least crue! of all 
inethods of slaughter. The deceased took a deep interest in Freemasonry, 
and ocenpied several high offiees in the craft. He was also a kcen chess- 
player, and was at onc time President of the Otago Chess Club. The 
widow, a daughter of Mr. Herman Phillips, of London, survives him, 
together with six children of the marriage. 


Vin. ANDREI SOBOL (Moscow). 


Mr. Andrei Sobol, who has passed away in very tragic circumstances 
in Moscow, at the antimely age of thirty-five, was one of the best hnown 
modern writers of the Russo-Jewish school. His novel * Dust,” which 
dealt mainly with the young Jewish revolutionaries in Russia, met witb 
considerable popularity in this country and elsewhere. 


Mr. ABRAHAM H. GELLMAN, 


A life of deep picty, genuine modesty and sincere service came to an 
end by the passing away of Mr. Abraham H. Gellman, Warden of the 
South-West London Synagogue, and formerly Warden of the Brixton. 
Synagogue. He belonged to the class of men who are ranked by the 
Rabbis of the Talmud as hicher than the mere God-fearing—the class of 
men who earn their subsistence by the honest toil of their.own hands, 
It was his proud boast that he assumed material responsibility at the 
same time when he undertook his religious obligations, at the age of 
thirteen. He was certainly no less conscientions about the discharge of 
the Jatter than of the former. Rarely, if ever, did he fail to visit a 
house of mourning or of sickness in the Congregation; and he evidently 
found time to devote to study, for he could quote the ruling of the Aczur 
Shulchan Aruch on many a question of ritual, giving chapter and verse.

Of a retiring nature, he never sought . honours ; 
him. He was appointed to the office of Warden at the Brixton Syna- 


gogue soon after he joined it, and when subsequently he moved to 
Wandsworth, the South-West London Synagogue bestowed on him a 
similar honour, which he held to the day of his death. It was with joy 
and pride that he watched the active service which his son, Mr. Bernard 
Gellman, and his grandsons were rendering to his old synagogue at Brixton 
and to various other Jewish organisations in South London. His widow 
and children will surely derive no small amount of consolation from the 
knowledge that the name and the work of their dear departed one will 
long be recalled with gratitude by more than one congregation.-- From

By the sudden death of Adolphe Saalfeld, the community has lost an 
unobtrusive personality whose integrity, ability and warm humanity did 
much to maintain its soundness inside, and its good repute outside. Born 

. near the birthplaces of Moses Mendelssohn and Hermann Cohen, Saalfeld 
shared some of the characteristics of these great Jews. Like Mendel. 
ssohn, he knew how to combine business with intellectual interests ; and, 
like Hermann Cohen, whose kinsman he was, he also resembled Mendel. 
ssohn in his combination of a liberal mind with a conservative heart. lis 
aptitudes were many and varied. A suceessful business organiser, 
he also shone in many kinds of games, ranging from golf to billiards and 
from cards to chess. He had a keen sense of humour, and it Was very 
entertaining to listen to his witty attempts to convince some grateful 
beneficiary that the benefactor was acting in his own selfish interests. I 
have enjoyed his friendship for something like a quarter of a century, ancl 
could unfold a story of extraordinary devotion ; but it would be against 
his spirit to lift the veil. With the whole-hearted cooperation of his 
devoted wife, he was a father to the fatherless, and a ready help to those 
in trouble.

The CHIEF RABBI OF THE BRITISH EMPIRE said that the Torah was 
called the heart of Jowry, and any Jewry that would live must have its 
heart in its own body ; it could not live with its heartin the body of other 
communities, Until the opening of that )+shiba, thirteen years ago, the 
spiritual leaders had had to be imported. With its opening it was possible 
for England to raise its own teachers, its religious guides and its eccle. 
siastical leaders. To-day the Yeshiba, in its more spacious building and 
with its new Principal, was entering maturity, When Sir Robert Waley 
Cohen opened the doors of the building he (the Chief Rabbi) saw the 
otto over the doors: 1055, These words 
express the mission and the work of the Yeshiba. First of all is Jewish 
lcarning. They .could not be Yehudim unless they had a know- 
ledge -of Judaism. Jewish fathers and mothers must send their 
children to the Yeshiba and consecrate them to the study of the Torah. 
That was the first purpose of the Yeshiba. Its next function was ‘to 
provide the material for the teaching profession and the Rabbinical 
profession. During the past thirteen years it had done wonderful work 
in this direction, and had been a constant feeder to Jews’ College. 
Rabbinie literature could not be learned over night or ina few weeks. 
The Yeshiba had ‘trained English-born men as Rabbis, teachers 
and Shochetim. It was also creating Jewish public opinion and 
vas, therefore, enabling Anglo-Jewry to fulfil its next duty—to defend 
the Torah. Judaism was being attacked from within and without. There 
were forces working to disrupt Jewish life, trying to drive out the Sepher 
lorah. from the Synagogue... They had their Korahs even to-day. They 
looked to the séventy day students and the fifty evening students of the 
heshiba, who would become Jewish Paale Katimandthe rabbinical leaders 
of the future, to help to withstand that plague. And the fourth object 
was to create and organise all those institutions that alone could perpetuate 
Judaism: The Chief Rabbi concluded by uttering the ancient greeting 
of 

Rabbi Aanon.JosernH BakszT, the now. Principal, who spoke in 
Yiddish, contrasted the perfect freedom from molestation enjoyed by 
Jows in this country with the misery and persecution inflicted on Jews in 
astern Europe.. He invoked. the bicssings of God upon the English 
ation, for whose hospitality he was exceedingly grateful. A country like 
ingland, ‘so famous for its liberality and religious tolerance, was the proper 
plaee, he said, for fostering the study of the Torah, and the F¥eshiba they 
were now conseerating had, therefore, every chance of becoming one of 
the main spiritual centresin Jewry. They all knew that there were sinister 
forees working inside the community to disintegrate Jewry. and seeking 
'o displace the holy teachings of the Torah. The Yeshiba, he said, was 
the onlty'medium for fighting these dark forces of ignorance.

The Midrash contrasts the attitude of Moses in hiding his face before the 
Shechinah at the burning bush with that of Nadab and Abihn, who looked 
on with uncovered heads, the one showing reverence and awe, the other 
insolence (Exod.

JEWISH YOUTH AT PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


A meeting of the Central Committee for Jewish Education of the 
Jewish War Memorial was held on Thursday in last week at Jews’ 
College. Dr. A. Eichholz presided. There were also present : 

The Chief Rabbi of the British ~_ Dayan Dr. A. Feldman, the Revs. 
Michael Adler; D.S.O., A. A. Green and Walter Levin, Mr. L.G. Bowman, M.A., 
Mrs. A. Eichholz, and Mr. Herbert M. Adler, the Director of Jewish Education. 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving a vote of condolence with the family of the 
late Mr. F. S. Spiers, said that Mr. Spiers had been an inspiration to 
them and his faith had been to them a matter of deep meaning in 
their own lives. His help forthe Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes 
could hardly be measured. 


The Public Schools Problem. 

Continuing, the Chairman said that they had a very important matter to 
discuss,and that wasthe report ofthe Sub-Committee toconsiderthe problem 
presented by Jewish boys and girls attending Public Schools (a summary 
of the report was presented in the last issue of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE). 
He thought they should be called upon to accept the report in the very 
broadest sense and to do what they could to further its proposals. Jewish 
parents stood under an obligation to endow their children with a know. 
ledge of their faith, and the War Memorial desired to réaftirm that 
principle. 

Sir ROBERT WALEY COHEN, K.B.E., said that the main practical 
recommendation was that that Committee be asked by the Council of 
the War Memorial to create an organisation prepared to arrange for 
Suitable men to go down to the public schools and also to get into touch 
with parents. Their labours had led them to the conclusion that there 
was less indifference’ among parents than was generally supposed. It was 
felt that as the organisation gained experience it would be possible for 
the Council to create public opinion and gradually bring parents to appre. 
ciate more completely their responsibility in the matter. The next step 
was to place the report before the Council. 

The CHAIRMAN said they could not alter the report but merely 
receive it. 


The meeting then proceeded to discuss the Summary of conclusions 

in the report.

©88, and others whose mothers are desperately ill with disease, continue 
‘Oo seek the shelter of the Home. No limit is set to the length of 
stay. Many children remain after babyhood is past, and on attaining school 
A2e are transferred to the Girls’ Home, frequently remaining until they are 
‘\!teen to sixteen years of age. On reaching the school-leaving age, all receive 
some training in domestic service or nursing. The number of children in 
residence on April Ist, 1925, was twenty girls under fifteen, and twenty-nine 
babies under five. On March 3lst this year, there were in residence fourteen 
‘irls and twenty-nine babies. The Committee records its gratitude to Mrs. 
Hillier Holt and Mrs. Robert Mosely, late Hon. Secretary and lreasurer 
respectively, for their great interest in the work of the Home. Miss EK. H.

CHRONICLE, has not changed much since I -saw it first, twenty 
six years ago. The conditions have become distinctly worse as 
trade and business have greatly increased. There are no facilities, 
moreover, for shipping, and no room for the storage of goods. Everything 
is done in the most primitive fashion. The old townof Jaffa has remained 
purely Arabic, with picturesque decay everywhere—dirty and mysterious 
looking. 

Tel-Aviv. 

Proceeding by the Jaffa Road. one suddenly, however, enters a 
different world. A desert-like, waste area, covered with deep sand, blown 
from the shore of the Mediterranean, and practically without any 
vegetation, has been covered within the last four or five years with solid 


stone and masonry houses of two or three stories. One is hardly able to 


keep one's eyes open, so glaring is the sight of these white buildings in 
the brilliant sunshine, That is Tel-Aviv, the only 100 per cent. Jewish, 
or rather Russian-Jewish, town in existence. The higher, old Israelitish 
culture, indigenous to the soil, has yet toemerge. There is probably no other 
settlement in ancient or in modern times that can be compared with Tel- 
Aviv. The houses, even those detached and at some distance from the busi- 
ness streets, are close to each other, with hardly any space left for gardens. 
The school buildings, too, have less open space surrounding them, 
for recreation and games than one is accustomed to see provided 
even in the thickly populated districts of London or of other English cities. 
The streets are wide, often badly constructed, or in a shockingly bad con- 
dition. There are ‘practically no open spaces or squares. No sewerage 
has been provided, so far, for the forty thousand inhabitants: and although 
the site itself is healthy, there can be no doubt that it will be converted 
into a breeding ground for disease, unless sanitary arrangements are made 
in the near future. “The ground is too expensive,” one is informed if the 
question is put why residential buildings of pretentious appearance are 
without the gardens one is accustomed to see in all recently planned 
towns in America and in the dependencies of the European nations. 
What has made this barren stretch of sand-dune so valuable ? Have 
mineral deposits been discovered, like those which created such cities in 
modern times as Johannesburg in the Transvaal. or Tampico in Mexico, 
or has a new highway been opened up such as caused Port Said to arise ? 
The economist will seek in vain on the site itself the raison d’étre of Tel- 
Aviv. It has been created by a force that knows no abatement, and has 
the misery of life in the city slums of Eastern Europe behind it, and the 
building up of a national home ahead. This is what has landed and 
stranded here, in the principal port, these immigrants inhabiting this new 
city of the waste. They will recapture the land again by work, by 
sacrifice and by the spiritual force of ideas founded on justice, a justice 
born of the recognised needs of peoples. 

A rather large proportion of the inhabitants is extremeiy poor, but in 
spite of this fact one is not molested by beggars as in the towns and 
Villages of rich Egypt and in the Christian and Mohammedan parts of the 
East. |

time. Eternity is one of those conceptions, 


elevate and humble the thinker. The 
only way we can imagine it at all is by approaching, step by step, 
the largest measures of time we know, and then follow onward till we are 
lost in wonder at the vastness that transcends our thought. We cannot 
grasp Eternity, but we can learn something of it by perceiving that, rise 
to What portion of time we may, Eternity is vaster still. Start with the 
history of mnodern civilisation, and attempt to master a mere outline of its 
great events. Already its beginnings seem to belong toa remote antiquity. 
sut compare these few hundred years with the thousands that cover the 
story of mankind, as it has been revealed to historical research, and the 
mind is hardly able to grasp the greatness of that passage of time. While, 
if we follow the speculations of geological science, we are lost in the 
contemplation of countless creations and of innumerable ages. And 
still the illimitable . past recedes as before. Imagination fails and 
thought gives way. And yet there is but one. aspect of time. 
The same overpowering calculations await us, if we bend our eyes 
towards that which is yet to come. Time, that stretches back so 
immeasurably, stretches on and on for ever. Itis by such a conception 
that the inspired prophet attempts to picture the immeasurable God. 
l.ternity means nothing by itself. It merely expresses the existence of 
the high and lofty One, that inhabiteth it. God’s dwelling-place is that 
eternity, which has neither past future, but only one vast 
immeasurable present. 

The second measure of God given us by our text is in respect of 
space. “ He dwellethin the high and lofty place.” It is difficult to say 
which conception is the more exalting, that of boundless time or that of 
boundless space. We pass from the narrow scenery of our own country to 
parts of earth where Nature puts on her most awe-inspiring forms. 
We may gather some slight conception of the grandeur of the 
thought of space from the sublimity of the great heights, that rise before 
us in massive majesty. Yet these are but a spot upon the globe which 
is our earth. And that itself is Jost as a mere speck in the contemplation 
of the vast extent of space, further than eye can reach or thought can 
penetrate. And the awe that fills our hearts is a tribute to but a portion 
of God's greatness. These are the seals with which God has impressed 
Himself on men’s hearts—the thought of eternal Time and the thought of 
immeasurable Space. But there is yet another measure given us of God. 
it is that Hisnameis Holy. Nor isthe holinessof God less awe-inspiring than 
that He is Eternal in time and unlimited by space. For holiness, as it repre- 
sents the perfection of God, isalso beyond the graspof mortal reach or mortal 
conception. We can only conceive of the Divine purity and holiness by 
that which we know of our own impurities and failings. We know that 
the Divine perfection is free and separate from all that is wrong and mean 
and base. Such revelation as we have of the Divine character is chiefly 
an eternal protest against the sinfulness and wickedness that polutes a 
world, which He would have holy and pure, ever advancing towards the 
Divine pattern. It is the desire of the Divine for the betterment of the 
iuman that brings us to the extraordinary conclusion of our text. 
That God, eternal in time, unlimited by space and perfect in 
holiness, dwells with him that is of a contrite and humble spirit. 
That is the true sublimity of greatness which, as the Rabbis 
‘ay, always finds its best expression in the condescension that 
accompanies it. The condition of the indwelling of God in the human 
heart is that the heart be contrite and humble, conscious of the greatness 
of the Master it serves, conscious of the purity and holiness of the 
Divine. It must be sensible of its own littleness, of its frailty and its 
failings; and therefore contrite and humble. ‘‘ Human pride,” says the 
Sage, “is like idolatry. It drives the ms"sw-—the Divine presence-—away

from the world.” Buta humble human heart can be the dwelling place of 
the Eternal God. Of all illimitable space in all unending time, God 
chooses the frail mortal and the humble heart and there He loves to dwell.

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The City’s Rebuke. 
City Chamberlain on American Anti-Semitism. 


A correspondent writes to me (says THE JEWIsH WorLD editorially) 


in reference to the honour, the highest at its disposal, which the City of 


London last week paid to Lord Reading, when it conferred the Freedom 
upon him. Says the correspondent : 


It occurs to me as remarkable that no report has appeared of the 
words employed by the City Chamberlain, in introducing Lord 
Reading, regarding his being a Jew. I know that the acoustic proper- 
ties of the Guildhall leave much to be desired, but I do think that, as 
& matter of history, the words alluded to should not be lost. The 
City Chamberlain, in the course of his address, mentioned Lord 
Reading's mission to the United States during the War in connection 
with what has come to be known as the “French Loan,” and added 
that he achieved success in spite of thé recognised prejudice against 
people of his race in that country. 
That was, as my correspondent says, an historic deliverance. 

inquiries I have made show that although the deprecating words 
concerning American anti-Semitism did not reach my representative who 
was present and were missed by several other pressmen, they were 
undoubtedly spoken, and | assume, of course, remain recorded inthe City 
archives. And the importance of them as an implied rebuke consists in 
something more than even the standing in the world of the body in whose 
behalf it was made. It consists, above all, in the fact that these addresses 
are not delivered spontaneously or haphazardly, but are the result of 
careful deliberation over every sentence, and, indeed, every word. Well, 
regret its necessity as we may and do, there is no gainsaying the right 
upon its record of the City of London to protest against such anti 
Judaism as prevails in the United States, even if we discount to the full 
some of the stories that are told concerning it. For the Corporation and the 
City of London stood solidly, persistently and devotedly by Baron Lionel de 
Rothschild in his fight for the right of a Jew to sit in Parliament without 
first taking an oath in repudiation of his religious belief. And that 
freedom from religious or racial bias has marked its career ever since, as 
it did before that Parliamentary struggle. More than one Jew has been 
associated with it in the highest posts at its command, and there has 
been no occasion when it has shown the remotest discrimination against 
or differentiation towards Jews. 


Charity Co-Ordination. 
— 
An American Example. 


_ In connection with the twenty-fifth anniversary of the establishment 
of Charity-Federatron in Philadelphia, the JEWISH EXPONENT of that city 
publishes the following: 

The Philadelphia Jewish community will celebrate, next Thursday 
evening, a unique event the twenty-fifth anniversary of the founding of 
the Federation of Jewish Charities. When the Federation was established 
in 1901 the idea was new, and many doubted the possibility of union 
under auspices such as the Federation movement provided. The com- 
munity was divided along many lines, and it was not considered feasible 
at that time to effect a perfect union of all charitable organisations, 
because of the conflicting views prevalent, and because of the social 
inequality of the various groups that constituted the Jewish community. 
(Juietly, but steadily, eventhough not always consciously, the leaders of 
the movement worked towards a better understanding among the social 
and religious elements, and the success they have achieved is patent to 
the most superficial observer. 

With the reorganisation that set in six or seven years ago, the 
Federation has become the true representative of Jewry, recognised as 
such not only by the Jews themselves, but by the outside world. External 
conditions helped to this consummation. The restriction of immigration 
made it possible for the older settlers to unite on a common platform and 
to create a communal conscience and communal responsibility, which 
permeated all the strata of the Jewish community. 

While at first only a collecting agency, allowing each organisation 
complete autonomy in its internal affairs, the Federation is gradually 
developing into a unifying and controlling force, which can only bring 
added efficiency and strength to the constituent societies. This new 
policy, advocated by Judge Stern's administration, will have to be carried 
out with a great deal of tact and sound judgment, and with a sympathetic 
attitude towards the many traditions that have accumulated imthe course 
of time and become precious to the sponsors of many an organisation. 
We are gradually becoming accustomed to this salutary control, and the 
organisations are beginning to look forward to the guidance and advice 
which the parent organisation is able to offer for the better conduct of 
their affairs. The fear of too much centralisation is disappearing under 
the wise and careful administration of the present leadership in the 
Federation. Where harmony and mutual confidence exist there is no 
place for suspicion and fear. 

The first twenty-five years of the Federation's existence have been 
full of fruitful activity and productive of beneficent results. The com- 
munity, under its leadership, has grown wonderfully and progressed 
along educational and philanthropic lines in a measure never dreamt of 
by the small group of people who conceived the idea and had the courage 
to carry it into reality. The recent Building Campaign, which has 
proved so eminently successful, has set an example to many another 
community, both here and abroad, of what union and wise leadership 
may accomplish. The Federation enters upon its second quarter of a 
century with a record of much good accomplished with a feeling that 
the entire community is behind it and with a programme of work which 
will go a long way toward making Philadelphia Jewry a model of judicious 
and intelligent endeavour in the direction of relieving human suffering 
and of strengthening the Jewish consciousness of young and old, of rich 
and poor, aiming at a healthy and intelligent generation of Jews in this city.

New Concession Proposed. 
Congressman Sabath, of Chicago, has introduced a bill into Congress 
for the exemption of relatives which would admit 22.550 additional immi 
rants instead of 55,000, as propose d by the bills introduced bv Senatotl 
Wadsworth and Congressman Perlman. The bill would admit as non. 
ota ttnmigrants a number of wives or husbands and unmats ried children 
nder twenty-one, fathers and mothers over fifty-five of (merican 
citizens. and wives and children under eighteen of those who have 
resided in the United States more than three years and who already have 
filed their deciaration of intention to becon American citizens over onc

Commissioner General of Immigration Hull declares that he is in

A ritual murder outcry is being raised by the anti-Semites in Breslau 
in connection with the finding a few weeks ago of the dismembered bodies 
of two working-class children. The police have been unable to trace the 
murderers, and the anti-Semites are exploiting the alarm in the town in 
order to spread rumours among the population that the Jews have carried 
out the murder in order to obtain Christian blood for Jewish ritual. The 
police are trying to find the source of the rumours with a view to 
bringing an action against those responsible for its spreading. 

A motion to prohibit Shechita has been introduced into the Prussian 
Diet by the German People’s Party and the German National Partv. The 
Diet has rejected a resolution introduced by the Nationalist Parties which 
would have excluded East European Jews from obtaining credit facilities 
from the State Bank.

CCCXLV.—A Missing Link in Egypt. 
My Dear COUSIN, 

News from Egypt has been a daily fare of late. and in thinking ove 
Eoypt my mind recalled Jewish association: with that 
ny a great name in Jewish history ippeared in Egypt: Joseph, who 
was second unto Pharaoh, Moses, Philo, saadiah, Maimonides ; many an 
important settlement was made there, despite the Biblical command not 
to return to Egypt. 

Political tendencies were mightier than Biblical commands. and the 
liitie country of Palestine inclined now to the Fast and now to the West, 

w to Assyria and now to Egypt, as the one or the other Empire obtained 
ine ascendancy. Sometimes, as in the days of Jeremiah, the country 
was divided as to its policy, and while the prophets counselled alliance 
with Assyria, the Court inclined to Kg, pt. It was a difference of opinion 
of this kind which ultimately hastened the destruction of the Firat 
Temple and the captivity that followed (537 B.c.r.). 

When Nebuchadnezzar laid Palestine waste, leaving only the poorest 
{ the poor to carry on the economic life of the country under the rule of 
Gedaliah, even then there were restless spirits who could not cease from 
troubling. Gedaliah was murdered (582 b.c.B.)—a tragedy so fraught 
with ill that it was marked in the Jewish calendar for all time by the 
institution of a special Public Fast—and ‘all the people, both small and 
vreat, and the captains of the forces ioSnar °3WZ) arose and came to 
Egypt: for they were afraid of the Chaldwans.” The prophet Jeremiah 
was forcibly taken along, and it would secm that he died in Egypt, 

There the Bible story ends, and when next the curtain goes up on the 
huyptian scene several centuries have elapsed. What happened to the 
Jews in Egypt in the interval? Did they retain their individuality or did 
they assimilate? To these questions History was unable for long to 
furnish an answer. But in the year 1901 a bit of papyrus was discovered 
which opened new vistas. Arab peasants in Elephantine digging their 
fields lighted upon a rubbish heap of fragments on which there were 
written records, and knowing from expericnce that Europeans were often 
wont to give good money for such things, sold them to collectors. In due 
course these fragments reached the right hands; enquiries as to their 
rigin led to further research in Elephantine, and in 1911—only fifteen 
years ago—there was presented a marvellous record of a Jewish colony 
living in Egypt some two and a half thousand years ago. The documents 
are written in square Hebrew characters and their language is Aramaic. 

Klephantine is a small island in the Nile, on the southern border of 
L.aypt, lying almost directly opposite Assouan. To-day it is one of the 
pleasure centres of wealthy Europeans in scarch of sun during the winter 
nionths ; it is provided with palatial hotels titted with all the conveniences 
ff modern luxury. Butin ancient times it was merely a fortress, one of a 

ain guarding the southern marches of huypt. The old Egyptians called 
island Yeb, i.e., the City of Elephants, probably because there they

They petitioned the 
Persian governor to use his influence with the proper authority for 
the reconstruction of the’ holy fane, so that once more burnt offerings 
and meal offerings and drink offerings might be offered on its altar. The 
‘memorialists further intimated that the necessary bakshish was being 
sent by special messenger, and they prayed that the blessing of God 
might descend on the head of the great man. 

It is not certain whether the Jewish temple in Yeb was rebuilt. But 
it is evident that while it stood, sacrifices were offered within its precincts , 
it formed the centre of the religious life of the Jewish military colony 
NTT xbsn) ; and its existence bears testimony to some form of 
vigorous Jewish life in Yeb. Passover the Jewsof Yebobserved as prescribed, 
(“send me a maidservant,” says one document, “to prepare Pesach”); 
but whether they were acquainted with the Bible is uncertain. They 
appear to have worshipped God Jahu, but their monotheism 
does not seem to have been of the purest brand. True, the name of God 
is found in their proper names—Jehonatan, Berachia, Shemaya ; but 
Oh One occasion, as a document shows, 4 certain Jewess, Mivtachia 
(MNYAD), took an oath by the Egyptian ¢ didess Sati. The upkeep of the 
Temple was doubtless expensive, and a list of contributors to a religious 
collection is included among the documents: “These are the names of 
the Jewish army which gave money for the God Jahu, each man two 
Shekels.” The total amount is given as 31 Keresh and 8 Shekels of 
Silver, made up as follows: 12 Keresh and 6 Shekels for Jahu, 7 


Keresh for Ashambetel (ONMDDWN), and 12 Keresh for Anatbetel 
Oxnmansy). Were these two gods beside Jahu? Were they idols ? 
Who can tell? It may be that, with all the will in the world to retain 
their separateness, the Jews of Yeb found their environment too strong for 
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them. Thev were not a numerous congregation ; Yeb probably helda total 
population of about a thousand. including Egyptians, Persians, and other 
Orientals. Inter-marriage must have been common in the island ; the docu- 
tients in the Elephantine collection prove that there was no objection to 
the tendency. Sometimes it appears to have led Jews away from their 
religion to heathenism; at others the heathen marriage-partners of Jews 
and Jewesses changed their faith and@ their names and adopted Judaism. 
Once again we see exemplified the wise saw of Koheleth, that there is 
nothing new under the sun. 

it must not be « ipposed that these Jewish warr! ors lived in barracks, 
They were organised on a military basis; whenever names are men- 
tioned in the documents, the soldier's regiment or division is also given, 
.9., PIBTAAN 73 TOMS. But they lived in their own houses 
and owned landed estates which they cultivated, and which was bought 
and sold and handed down by will to heirs. One remarkable phenomenon 
about the Jewish community of Yeb is the religious and social position of 
their womenfolk, standing as it did in marked contrast to the inferiority 
of Women among most ancient peoples. It would seem thatin Yeb women 
enjoyed the same rights as men. [In the general mourning for the 
destruction of their Temple the women mourned with the men; the list 
of those who were taxed for God is headed by a woman, and contains a 
large number of other women, about one-third of the whole; the women 
held property in their own right; they appeared in court before the judges 
just like the men; and in their marriage settlements their economic 
POSsILION WAS assured, 

Iluman hands over two thousand years ago wrote the letters and 
documents which to-day are being used as the material out of which to 
construct a& picture of the life of this out-of-the-way Jewish colony. Of 
the Diaspora on the Euphrates we know much; of the Diaspora on the 
Nile these human documents enable us to glean some information at 
least. Once again we realise that the stage on which Jewish life was 
played is extensive ; once again we have it brought home to us that our 
present-day problems need to be examined with the large sweep of tho 
historian. Lastly, the Jews of Yeb it may have been to whom the prophet 
referred when he wrote: “In that day shall there be an altar tothe Lord in 
the midst of the lami of E¢ypt, and a pillar in the border thereof to the 
Lord.”

Loaf sugar, 1 lb. to each pint of juica 
Water, Lemon nice, teaspoonful to cach

Cur up the apples without peeling them. Putthem in a preserving pan 


with the water and boil until quite soft. Then drain through a jelly bag. 
Measure the juice and add 1 Ib. of sugar to every pint. Boil together for 
about twenty minutes, or until it sets when tested on a cold plate. Add 
the lemon juice and tarn into small jars. Tie down in the usual way, 
Apple Ginger. 
Apples, 3 1b Essence of ginger, 3 teaspoonfuls. 
Preserving sugar, 2 ibs. Water, } pint. 

CHOOSE large, firm and rather sweet apples. Peel and core them and 
eut them into pieces and throw into cold water as soon as they are cut. 
Boil the sugar, ginger and water together for twenty minutes. Kemove 
any scum. Drop in the pieces of apple, a few at a time, and cook unti 
soft. As they are done, take them out and place in jars. Then boil the 
syrup until quite thick , pour over the apple and tie down at once,

preserving sugar in the proportion of 1 1b, of sugar to each pound of fruit 
and juice. Boil for an hour and then turn into jars.

BUDGET INCREASED. 

On account of the growing immigration requirements in Palestine, 
due to the preponderance of Chalufzim without means among the immi- 
grants, the Zionist Executive has tnere ased its immigration budget from 
£40.000 to £60,000 for the year ending September. They have also voted 
a sum of £15,000 supplementary to the ordinary labour budget, amounting 
to £48,000, 

A sum of 50.000 dollars has just been received by cable from the 
United Palestine Appeal of America as a special allotment, in addition to 
the regular monthly commitment of the Appeal, for utilisation for the 
increase of the labour budget in order to relieve unemployment in 
Palestine. The sum is to be allocated for loans to municipalities and 
Co-Operative groups for the construction of public and private 
works in the cities and colonies.

eo British Government is now proceeding to carry out Ms long-con- 
templated plans of economic development in the East. Included in these 
plans is the building of Palestine’s harbour at Haifa. The Government 
is constructing the harbour at its own cost, appropriating for the purpose 
asum of £1,000,000. The Haifa harbour is to be the export outlet for 
lrag, and it is intended to lay down subterranean petroleum pipe-lincs 
direct from the oil-wells of Mesopotamia right up to the harbour of Haifa. 
Naturally. big warehouses and factories will grow up around the harbour 
and a considerable beginning in that direction has already been made. 

‘The Haifa Bay Company has purchased behind Haifa, along the whole 
coast between Haifa and ‘Acre, an area of about 25,000 acres, consisting of 
the most fertile soil in the whole of Palestine, especially fitted for inten- 
sive cultivation. In addition, the Company has about 12,000 dunams of 
Jand intended for bathing beaches and for laying out as gardens, and 
further purchases are planned. About 20 dunams of land at Haifa is 
sufficient to provide for a family of colonists. 

The Company does not intend to engage in ordinary land dealing. It 
is devcloping the area on the most up-to-date lines aud is laying down a 
model system of communication. Al the- pools which are suspected of 
harbouring malaria will be drained. The course of the River Kishon and 
the River Namein will be diverted with a view to winning a large extent 
ef land for cultivation. Properly drained and well é¢ared for, the area 
will be the most healthy in the whole of Palestine. A central water 
supply will be laid down, with special rain-storing appliances for intensive 
agriculture, and along the whole coast line between Haifa and Acre a 
#reries of up-to-date Jewish agricultural colonies will be established.

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THE ORTHODOX POSITION. 
From Mr. H. NEWMAN. 
To the Editor of THE Jewish CHRONICLE. 


Sirn,— The recent letters in THE JEWIsit CHRONICLE show, if nothing 
else, a kindling of interest in Orthodox Judaism, and will undoubtedly 
result in a perceptible stimulation and revival of interest in Traditional 
Judaism among the masses. 

As Mr. Woolstone rightly said a week or two ago, it is not sufficient 
merely to speak of orthodoxy in general abstract terms, but in order to 
make our Judaism something real we have actually to live our lives in 
accordance with orthodox principles. 

Even this, however, is not enough. More necessary than ever to-day, 
we have to consolidate ourselves and, by force of example and concrete 
Jewish work, Orthodox Jewry, which comprises the vast majority of Jews 
in this country, has both to vindicate itself and show that it flourishes as 
a living force. 

The suggestion that a conference of orthodox Jews be held is 
excellent theoretically, but in reality a loose organisation or society, 
which such a conference may evolve would do little effectual work, 
Past experience has shown this, and similar efforts, which ended more or 
less in the air, will still be in the minds of many. 

The only real constructive way to build up a sound organisation is to 
work upwards from a basis which has already been ostabiished and has 
proved itself... The Adath Yisrael Congregation, built up as it has been 
from small beginnings, until now it occupies an important position in the 
community, has proved itself a live Achil/ah, and has shown that it stands 
uncompromisingly for Orthodoxy. 

This congregation has now decided to go further in its work for 
Judaism by gathering round itself other congregations which stand for 
Judaism, the whole of Judaism, and not a Judaism tinged with hollow- 
ness Which makes it a sham. 

With this grouping of synagogues it is hoped to undertake important 
work, in the first place the establishment of a Jewish Day School. The 
apathy towards Judaism which to-day exists is the result of ignorance, 
and the only way in which this can be overcome is by the spreading of 
the knowledge of true Judaism, firstly through the future guardians of 
our faith—the children. 

It is sincerely to be trusted that in this labour of love and faith the 
Adath Yisrael will have the support of every conscientious orthodox Jew 
in the great work it is now undertaking.— Yours faithfully,

The Hon. Officers were re-elected. 

A vote of condolence was passed to the family of the late Sir Stuart 
M. Samuel, who had joined the Board in 1880 and served on the Executive 
Committee. 

The PRESIDENT said that at the last meetiug reference was made to 
the Board's scale of relief, and he had promised that the question should 
be re-opened. 

The Rev. J. F. STERN said that the Board's scale compared unfayour- 
ably with that of the Union, and East End workers felt that the Jewish 
poor were prejudiced. It was seven years since the present scale was 
instituted, and he moved that a new Committee should be appointed to go 
into the matter again. He doubted whether the Board of Trade index 
figure was a reliable guide fo working people's budgets. He thoughit it 
would be better to close down the Temporary Allowance Department 
altogether than to starve the poor. 


Mr. ERNEST MORLEY, scconded the motion. He said that the 
operation of the Widows’ Pensions Act would enable the Board to be 
more generous. 

Miss COHEN protested against the suggestion that their scale was a 
starvation one. 

The Rey. J. F. STERN said he would withdraw the expression which 
he had used with ** preacher's licence.” 

On the suggestion of Mr. LEONARD COHEN, the matter was referred 
to the Executive Committee to appoint a Committee to consider the basis 
on which the scale of relief was fixed, and to recommend a method of 
revision, 

The PRESIDENT submitted the revised constitution of the Council of 
Jewish Charities, and said that the Board's suggestions had been adopted. 

It was *eported that the contract for the building of the Muller 
Convalescent Home: had been placed with a Canterbury firm, 

The TREASURER stated that the Board had received a polite but firm 
colmunication from their bankers drawing attention to their overdraft 
Which now stood at over £17,000, and asking for a reduction. 

Mr. ERNEST MORLEY said that the community should not be under 
the impression that recent legislation or the restriction of immigration 
Would materially relieve the funds of the Board. They were still spend- 
ing a great deal more than their income.

Proposed Rabbinical Conference. 
From Rabbi J. SHACHTER. 


To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sik, note with satisfaction that the suggestion for calling a Con- 
ference of Rabbis, raised in your columns, has been favourably received, 
The purpose of this Conference would not be merely that of discussion, 
but would take as its aim the organisation of Rabbis in this country, 
for the strengthening of Orthodox Judaism in the widest application of the 
term. 

Rabbinical conferences are held on the Continent and in America, 
but these are convened by already existing Rabbinical organisations : the 
object of a Conference in England would be to found such a Rabbinical 
organisation. 

Such organisations are generally based upon the organisation of the 
contmunity, the spiritual guides of which are the Rabbis. Not only on the 
Continent where the communities have becn organised for centuries, but 
also in America, where the Jewish communities have not so long been 
established, as soon as the communities achieved organisation, the rabbis 
follow suit with an organisation cf their own. Here, in this country, 
Anglo-Jewry has not yet co-ordinated all its commanities. The Board of 
Deputies represents more the political aspect and not purely synagogal 
affairs; the United Synagogue formed for this purpose, is, as vet, far 
from achieving its aim. The purposes of a Rabbinical Conference which 
are sought to be carried out by the community, are, in the absence 
of a central organisation of the Community, likely to prove difficult of 
accomplishment. ‘There arises, too, the vexed question of the meaning of 
the term “Rabbi.” The resulting confusion has led to the chaos which 
we now see, and J, for one, would not favour-the creation of two bodies of 
Rabbis in the Orthedox camp such as exist in America, 
Orthodox Rabbis and the 4qudas Horabbonim. 

_ A preliminary conference of leading Rabbis would be of great value 
in discussing all problems involved, with a view to the convening of a full 
conference. If this conference has the full support of the huksdowiels

But in citing this cxample Mr. Alman seems to have been unaware 


that whilst the two psalm verses which precedc ay7d monn are respec- 
tively taken from Psalm 84, verse 5, and Psalm 144, verse 15, the last 
verse commencing 13%3N!) which is added to the prayer, is actually derived 
from Psalm 115, verse 18! 

Therefore whilst these additional verses do not really belong to the 
text of they nevertheless readily admit of the independent 
musical settings which have been allotted to them. Hence there does 
not seem to be any tangible reason for Mr. Alman raising the point 
referred to above, merely in crder to justify his mode of procedure in

Hebrew Schools..The Rev. A. A. Green, who recently conduc'« 
the examination of the pupils in Hebrew and Religion, has submittc:! 
report of the examination to the Rev. 8. Frampton, B.A., Chairman. and 
the Managers of the Hebrew Schools. The following is an abstract : 

I had the honour of examining the Hebrew and Religious section 0! 
your work “on May 30th and 3lst. I had had the Syllabus of work in ) 
hands previous to the Examination and had recognised that it was skillful'y 
framed and somewhat ambitiously devised. I was not prepared, howev«'; 
for what I found, which I may say was the most excellent work that Ih.‘ 
yet met within my very long experience of examinations of this charac\«'. 


| 
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In the lower classes the work is sound and the reading is so good that it 
has cvidently made easier the later work of the teachers in dealing with 


the children as they passed up into higher grades. The Hebrew transla- 


tion throughout the Classes leaves little if anything to be desired. What 
picased me above ali was that the children had in all classes grasped the 
meaning of prayers. From the point of view of the study of a language, 
aT translation, if correct, has its value, but I found that the children 
hai been taught so well that I had only need to ask for a declaration of

Those navigators who first discovered that the world was round 
discovered, it seems to me, a principle not merely geographical in 


It has a certain spiritual significance. 
the earth is another illustration of the wisdom of the Creator. 


The roundness of

explain what I mean, for I know these opening remarks of mine are 


puzzling you not a little. 


WHY THE EARTH 18 ROUND. 


It is a significant fact that if you go sailing or marching or riding 
ever forward on the face of the earth you come back to the place you 


started from. 
you home. 
is straight you come home at last. 


Your journey, if you keep straight on, is bound to lead 
You may cross strange lands and seas but if your course 


If the earth were flat a forward 


journey in any direction would lead straight to the abyss. The traveller 
would reach the edge, and if he kept on, over he would go. But, you 
may say, really there is no going forward on the earth if one always 
comes back to the starting point. That is just the significant principle 
which I am stressing. Let me explain further. 


COMING BACK. 


The Jewish compass is always set to home. 


If one steers by 


that compass then one may go far along the road of progress, but one 
always has the comforting knowledge that a safe haven is waiting at 


the journey’s end. 


The navigator may set out in the spirit of high 


adventure, and it may be long before, with wind-swept sails, his 
barque crosses the bar of the home port, but with his Jewish compass 
a Straight course is always steered and the harbour will be made at last. 


‘That is why I do not worry much when I see some of the extravagances 


of our younger folk, provided that they still keep within the charmed 


circle of Judaism—steer by the Jewish compass. 


it is when they 


attempt to set their course by instruments of alien manufacture that 
there is cause for alarm. They will endonthe rocks or in the doldrums, 
the still, silent, stagnant sea of perpetual calm, where the ship boards 
rot and the sailors languish in the doom of hopeless despair. 


THE JEWISH COMPASS, 


It is a wonderful Instrument this Jewish compass. 


Its magnetic 


power is strong. It is always illuminated by a clear bright light. Even 


in the hours of darkness and of storm its face can be read. Thus, there 
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is no excuse for running into danger. Some arrogant souls there be 
who deem themselves such clever pilots of their own ship of life that 
they disdain the use of compass, but sooner or later they find out their 
mistake and then they are very sorry for themselves. I have spoken 
to-day in parable, but I think you will all understand, and I hope that 
you will all ponder the thought I have tried to convey. 


Our Debate. 
MARRIAGE AND INTERMARRIAGE. 

I continue to receive some very frank and outspoken contributions 
to our debate, interest in which is fully maintained. Some of the 
contributions already printed have excited a good deal of comment. I 
have in my budget others equally interesting, which I hope to print in 
due course. ‘This week I publish a letter from a niece signing herself 
‘Laudator Temporis Acti” (which means “Applauder of Bygone 
Times”). 

A MATTER OF CONVENIENCE. 

She writes: “It seems to me that the cause of intermarriage—like 
so many other Jewish troubles——lies in the lack of religion. 1 holdly 
assert this statement, for sift whatever Jewish trouble one will the 
fact stares one in the face. The young Jews and Jewesses of to-day 
have reduced Judaism to a matter of convenience that. I am afraid, 
Judaism in their cg itrol, in time to come, will be but a myth. For 
Judaism will be lost in the limbo of forgetfulness. Perhaps the 
spectacies through which I am looking have lost their rosy hue to have 
made me such a pessimist. If so, I shall have to repaint them, and I 
shall take very good care that the colour is guaranteed non-fading. Yet 
I cannot help but write what I have when I see and hear of the flout- 
ing of Judaism by the younger generation of to-day. One goes outside 
on a Shabbos and sees Jews and Jewesses alighting from a tram-car. 
Go up and ask them why they ride in a tram-car on Shabbos and they 
will tell you that they couldn't be bothered to walk. This is the 
attitude that young Jewry takes up towards Judaism. To them their 
material comfort is of much more importance than their religion: 


THE PARENTS’ EXAMPLE, 


“And young Jewry is not the only offender : for young Jewry's 
parents show, in the majority of cases, no better example. Is it any 
wonder that those Jews and Jewesses who intermarry, view their act 
with the same nonchalance and detachedness as when they desecrate 
the religious laws of Israel, The parents of these people, themselves 
irreligious and never troubling to instil any respect or love for Judaism 
in their children, perhaps seethe with righteous indignation, and then 
sit down more in despair than in anger and think over what has 
become of their children. What, indeed, has come over young Israel ?
